This last year Canadian students 
and friends of LiS.S. donated nearly 
$50,000 to the organization. Mr. Leo- 
nowens, emphasized the need for 
even greater interest in and co- 
operation with foreign countries on 
the part of American and Canadian 
students. As a Canadian delegate 
he toured a,p9rt of Europe, and had 
a chance 'to sec how Canadian con- 
tributions were being spent. He 
hoped that many other Canadians 
would be able to make similar tours 
in future under the sponsorship of 
some organization such as LS.S, 

Next year the conference will 
probably be held in Canada, If 
enough money can be raised to 
transport European and Asiatic 
delegates. The alternate location is 
Denmark. 

At the Cambridge conference a 
commission was delegated to dis- 
cuss and look into the question of 
whether German students and Uni- 
versities should; be given assist- 
ance.

tures . . . and then . . . and then, I say ... we 
have the commentaiors: Jimmio Fiddler. Walter 
Wlnchell, Louella Parsons, and a newcomer, 
Frank Morrlss talking on moving pictures, 
Thursdays at 10 p.m. . . . from Winnipeg, no less 
. . . and thus we escape from Hollywood. 

It goes, without saying that the majority of 
the network regulars broadcast from Hollywood: 
Edgar Bergen, Eddie Cantor, Dinah Shore, etc., 
etc . « . and add to this the fact that every 
other program on the air tries to copy the Holly- 
wood broadcasts and Ideals, standards and for- 
mats, and you have a pretty good idea of what 
I mean when I say that Hot Air is a Hollywood 
monopoly ... 

All I have done is state a fact, and one that 
is a clue to American radio. Hollywood dom- 
inates, through its personalities and ideas of 
entertainment. You may, with the intcllecluah, 
deplore the fact (as has been done in this col- 
umn till now) or you may, with the majority, 
cheer loudly (as I will now commence to do). 

We must remember that American entertain- 
ment runs the same risk that I do in this col- 
umn; It tries to please everybody in each effort, 
and in trying to appeal to everyone, pleases, 
none. Murder mysteries, like tonight's "Plane 
Case ot Murder" with Mark Stevens at 8,00 or 
. -''Sherlock Holmes" (Conway-Bruee), ' or the 
■■ Crime Photographer, Mr. Keen, Inner Sanctum, 
F.B.T. or any of the other popular scries, must 
.: dilute the blood in their stories with a moral 
~ message É0 as not' to offend anyone. . . . musical 
. programs mix modern and classical music . . . 
and so on. Each program tries to be tho equi- 
valent of a full day o£ BBC broadcasting, where 
each program is planned to appeal to a certain 
type or class of listener, and at the end of the 
day manages to please everybody some of the 
time . . . and that is the difference. So let us, 
in a spirit of good-will and tolerance applaud 
the effort . . . and In 90 per cent, ot the cases 
the result. 

The humour is corn . . . and hilarious; the 
drama is mush . . . and gripping; the music is . 
without a doubt . . . brilliant In orchestration 
and technique . . . and this is American Radio . ,. 

For the confused and the bedevilled, a note 
about this column and its aims. It is meant to 
show the bridge players and grill room inhab- 
itants. I.e. the whole of the student body, that 
there arc painless avenues to culture, great 
drama and fine entertainment ... (2) It tries 
to emphasise the facts that radio can be an 
Instructive and broadening factor in personal 
life as well as a medium for advertisement and 
soap operas. 

If I have stressed entertainment till now, it 
has been for the sole purpose of getting you 
used to the idea that tliere is such a thing as 
a radio column In the daily . . . from now on, 
look for Items of Interest to specifically College 
crowds: Discussions, talks, good music— be It jazs 
or symphony— fhlngs worthy of the attention of 
students ... the cream (sour or not) of SMiety. 

Look for the times in your local paper . . 
I'm not listing them this week ... and keep this 
column as an Index for the good programs of the 
coming seven days , . . (Bette Davis and Hex 
Harrison stressed). 

S'long for now, ye cultured . . . you've got 
the facts; the cards are on the table about radio 
. . . shuffle them as you like . . . • 



First Album 
Canadian Music 



by Bob Turner 



Since 1044, the International Ser- 
vice of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corrwration has been supplying 
short-wave programs of news and 
entertainment from Canada to the 
rest of tho world. During this time, 
many letters received from Europe 
and South America have asked 
about the kind of music heard in 
Canada, her composers and orches- 
tras. 

In order to provide an answer to 
these inquiries, Mr. Gerard Arthur 
slated. In an Interview with The 
Daily, that as supervisor ot pro- 
duction for the International Ser- 
vice, he arranged for the recording 
of the first album of Canadian 
music. It was recorded in the CBC 
studios in Montreal on March 20th, 
1945, with Jean Beaudet, supervisor 
of music for the CBC, conducting a 
CBC orchestra. 

The works presented in this 
album are by two of Canada's out- 
standing senior composers — Claude 
Champagne of Montreal, and 
Healey Wlllan ot Toronto; the for- 
mer by his "Suite Canadienne" 
utilizing four old French-Canadian 
folk songs for chorus and orchestra, 
and the latter by his "Concerto in 
C minor for Piano and Orchestra." 
Victor Brault with his "La Can< 
toria" choir and Agnes Butcher, 
pianist, who originally performed 
the works on the radio, are the art' 
lita heard In theso recordings. 

Separate editions, with notes in 
various languages, are being sent 
to our embassies abroad for free 
distribution to foreign legations and 
•other prominent persons. In add! 



tlon, they arc sent to CBC repre- 
sentatives in London and Paris to 
be forwarded to the radio stations 
there. 

Here In Canada, record dealers 
across the country were supplied 
with a number of these albums. 
A survey made of the principal 
cities, and reports submitted to the 
CBC by the dealers, show the sale 
of these albums to the public to be 
highly encouraging. So much so, 
that a second album has been re- 
corded but not pressed as yet. It 
will feature "Notre Seigneur en 
Pauvre" and "A St. Malo-Beau Port 
Mcr" by Sir Ernest MacMillan. "In- 
terlude in an Artist's Lite" by John 
Welnzweig ot Toronto, "Ballade— 
A Winter's Tale" by Jean Coul- 
thard Adams ot Vancouver, and 
"Pavane" by George Emilo Tan- 
guay of Quebec. Mr. Arthur also 
added that he had plans for a third 
and fourth album. 

Since the production ot these 
recordings Is an extremely costly 
undertaking. Mr. Arthur expressed 
the hope that, on tho basis ^of.deal- 
eirs' reports, Canadian "eômmerêlal 
record companies could be Induced 
to bear the responsibility of future 
recordings ot music by Canadian 
composers. 

"Two very important requisites 
for any composer is an incentive to 
write and an adequate distribution 
ot his music," said Mr. Arthur. To 
this end, the CBC has taken another 
important step In the encourage- 
ment ot Canadian composers and 
the world-wide circulation of their 
music.

"UncleHarry"

The play was gripping from the 
first ominous scene. Robert Goodler, 
as Undo Harry, did an excellent 
job in a difficult part, which called 
for quick change of mood, and a 
scries of climactic scenes demand- 
ing a great deal of finesse. Edmund 
Wilson, who, with Uncle Harry, 
set the ominous tone of the paly 
in the first scene, was perfect as 
Mr. Jenkins.

Louis Cardinals yesterday battered 
out twenty hits against six luckless 
Boston Red Sox pitchers to even 
up the current World Series at two 
games each, by winning, their game 
12-3.

Boston got their runs in the 
fourth and in the eighth Innings 
In the fourth Rudy York again 
came across with a wcll-nccdcd hit, 
this time a double, which sent 
slamming Ted Williams across the 
home-plate. Again in the eighth, 
Bobby Doerr slanuned out a homer, 
bringing home Oom DiMaggio. Tlic 
Cardinal runs came so often and 
in such numbers that it is almost 
unnecessary to report them. 

And so the series is tied up once 
more. Boston won the first game 
in St. Louis last Sunday. The Car- 
dinals tied it up by winning the 
next game in their own ball park. 
The scries then moved to Boston, 
where it was generally felt by fol- 
lowers ot the sport that Boston 
would finish the National League 
Cardinals off In the next two games. 
Behind the peerless pitching ol 
Dave "Boo" Fcrriss they won that 
first game in Boston, but today was 
another story, nierc .is one more 
game scheduled for/ Boston, and 
then .both teams ' move back to St.
